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PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS 


The changes in our official personnel necessi- 
tated by the unexpected and lamented death 
of our late President, Mr. Trefry, as well as 
the fact that as a society we have literally 
“come of age,’ seem to warrant a few words 
to our members on the subject of our achieve- 
ments, and of our hopes and prospects. 

With respect to the first topic brevity may be 
secured on the best of all grounds, the intrinsic 
excellence of our record, which speaks for it- 
self both in the prestige and the flourishing 
condition of the Society, and in the long list of 
our much sought for publications. In the 
Tenth and the Twentieth Year Books Mr. Dole 
has reviewed our output so thoroughly that 
further detailed consideration is unnecessary; 
but emphasis may still be laid upon one very 
important point. 

Any member supplied with a fair number of

our books may readily form his own opinions 
with regard to our success in appealing to 
lovers of comely volumes and to collectors of 
more or less inaccessible material. Some little 
special study and experience, however, seems 
requisite to the formation of any judgment 
upon the total value of our publications to 
the world of scholarship and letters. This 
is such an age of specialists and our range 
has been so wide that probably no single man 
is competent to pass an entirely authoritative 
judgment upon this point; but it seems safe to 
say that any serious student of modern English 
and American literature or any student of some 
phases of American history who should over- 
look our numerous issues, might find himself, 
if he ventured to appear in print, in a very sorry 
plight. To put it concisely, we have assured 
at least limited accessibility to a really extra- 
ordinary amount of the sort of treasure that is 
as highly prized by the critic, the biographer, 
the historian, and the bibliographer as it is by 
the collector, but can rarely, from the nature 
of the case, be rendered available through the 
ordinary modes of publication. 

It is abundantly clear that we have made con- 
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tributions of high value to the study of Shelley 
and his gifted wife Mary, of their friend Thom- 
as Love Peacock, of Charles Lamb, of Eliza- 
beth Barrett Browning, of Charles Dickens, of 
Dante Gabriel Rossetti, of Algernon Charles 
Swinburne among latter day English writers, 
and of John Howard Payne, Washington Irv- 
ing, Henry D. Thoreau, Eugene Field, and 
James Whitcomb Riley among American writ- 
ers. We have published material relating to 
Burns which his many lovers would not spare, 
we have called fresh attention to the superb 
genius of Henry Fielding, we have recovered 
fugitive writings of Sir Walter Scott, William 
Godwin, James Fenimore Cooper, Thomas 
Moore, William Cullen Bryant, John Keats, 
John Greenleaf Whittier, Henry Wadsworth 
Longfellow, and George William Curtis. This 
does not exhaust the list of the writers with 
whom we have dealt, sometimes in volumes, 
sometimes in a few pages. We must add the 
still celebrated name of Marat, whose character 
takes on new aspects to the reader of his “‘Pol- 
ish Letters” and of Mr. Dole’s interesting in- 
troduction, as well as the names of Bishop 
Percy, Edgar Allan Poe, Verlaine, “Carmen 
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Sylvia,” delightfully represented in her triple 
capacity of sovereign, poet, and charming wo- 
man; “Mark Twain,” Charles Wells, of “Jo- 
seph and his Brethren” fame; Bayard Taylor, 
Maria Lowell, John Fiske, and others. In the 
field of American history, we have published 
letters of Washington, John Paul Jones, Robert 
Fulton, and Lincoln, to say nothing of those 
important works, “The Varick Court of In- 
quiry”’ and “André’s Journal.” 

To this record one may safely apply Dry- 
den’s often quoted saying with regard to the 
characters in Chaucer’s Prologue, that here is 
“God’s plenty.” But nothing has been said of 
the editions of Gray’s “Elegy,” “The Deserted 
Village,” and “The Cotter’s Saturday Night,” 
with their notable illustrations; of the reissue of 
Dibdin’s “Bibliomania,” or of a sumptuous edi- 
tion of the fascinating Alexandrian idyllists, 
Theocritus, Bion, and Moschus. And _ to 
crown all, we have the first publication of the 
Society, the truly monumental and long since 
famous edition of the Odes and Epodes of 
Horace. No fitter inception of our career can 
be imagined, nor any better augury for our 
future, to which we may now turn. 
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It is clear to even the most casual observer of 
our history as a society of book-lovers that our 
record would have been a far less creditable 
one but for the interest and generosity dis- 
played by individual members— particularly 
by Mr. Bixby and by the late Mr. Peabody — 
and for the unflagging zeal, energy, and acu- 
men of our devoted Treasurer. That we may 
continue to have similar support is our hope 
and our reasonable expectation, but in this 
connection we must bear certain facts in mind. 
Special sources of supply must in the nature of 
things and for obvious reasons dry up in time, 
and new sources must be tapped. Prices of 
literary treasures are soaring, and may be ex- 
pected to become more and more prohibitive 
save to exceptionally well-stored purses, and 
public institutions are continually becoming the 
repositories of rare books and unique docu- 
ments, the reproduction of which lies within 
their control alone. It may well be therefore 
that the Society should begin to direct its 
thoughts toward new lines of issue, and it is 
certain that the increased cooperation of its 
members is greatly to be desired. As we have 
turned twenty-one, we have surely a right to 
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cast our individual votes in matters concern- 
ing any of the Society’s interests, and the Coun- 
cil always has been and will be ready to wel- 
come suggestions from any source. But, how- 
ever much we may believe that wisdom resides 
in a multitude of counsellors, we must also ad- 
mit that chaos is fully as likely to take up its 
abode among them; hence cooperation in an 
organization like our own is more certain to be 
secured through loans of material, information 
with regard to the whereabouts of unpublished 
manuscripts of value, suggestions of various 
kinds, than through any system of vote-taking. 

If-a few suggestions may be ventured here, 
it seems proper to favor warmly the plan of the 
Treasurer to reduce the number of the miscel- 
laneous volumes we have called “Year Books.” 
Annual pamphlets descriptive of the Society’s 
activities and giving lists both of publications 
and of names and addresses of members should 
be continued, but the issue of volumes contain- 
ing fugitive items may advantageously become 
infrequent. Essays, save such as deal with 
inaccessible literary and historical material, can 
seek other forms of publication, but it would 
seem a pity to give up entirely our practice of 
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rescuing from oblivion stray letters, poems, 
and other writings of small bulk. The ‘Mis- 
cellany” of the earlier epochs of English liter- 
ature may appropriately furnish a model for 
occasional volumes in which we can preserve 
valuable minor pieces. To publish such things 
separately entails considerable and not clearly 
necessitated expense when they are bound, and, 
when they are unbound, involves risks of loss 
and soiling which need not be run. A triennial 
or a quinquennial “Miscellany,” or minor 
treasure-trove, would probably prove a very at- 
tractive offering. 

Another suggestion is readily drawn from a 
glance at our long line of issues. It is over 
fifteen years since in any distinguished way we 
have touched the classical or the mediaeval 
field. That a society of our type should be 
preponderatingly modern in its activities, and 
should scrupulously and gladly avoid whatever 
is aridly scholarly or antiquarian may be cheer- 
fully admitted, but there is surely room for 
noteworthy contributions, in book-making, 1l- 
lustration, textual oversight and illuminating 
critical apparatus, to those “great editions” of 
the earlier writers which it is the privilege of 
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later generations to prepare. A Bibliophile 
Odyssey or Georgics, Bibliophile selections 
from Dante, Petrach, Boccaccio, or Ariosto, a 
Bibliophile “Don Quixote,” or Montaigne or 
“Faust”? — anyone of these—and more might 
easily be added —calls up a volume or volumes 
of which collectively and individually we should 
be proud, and in the making of which artists 
and scholars and book-lovers in general would 
find inspiration. 

Finally, there is a good opportunity for us 
both to continue our practice of issuing new 
material bearing on distinguished modern writ- 
ers or on American topics of historical signifi- 
cance and to depart occasionally from this prac- 
tice by devoting a volume to what may be 
termed the illustrious obscure. We may leave 
to learned societies the task of galvanically re- 
suscitating the deservedly obscure; we may 
leave to scholars and critics the dubious honor 
of persuading the world that it has been unjust 
to a forgotten or never recognized genius; and 
we may content ourselves with the more mod- 
est undertaking of rendering fuller our knowl- 
edge of some man or book as familiar to us as 
our own names, and yet in reality as little 
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known to us as we ourselves are known to 
ourselves according to some _ philosophers. 
Two or three illustrations will show the kind 
of book that is in question. We all know, more 
or less vaguely, the famous story of Hero and 
Leander, and we have a notion that it has been 
widely used by poets. But how many, even of 
those who read Greek, have ever seen the orig- 
inal poem of Musaeus—which at least one 
University library forces the inquiring soul to 
read in antiquated Greek characters —how 
many are familiar with the paraphrase of Mar- 
lowe and Chapman, how many can recall fam- 
ous passages in later poetry touching upon the 
pathetic and ever appealing story? <A well- 
illustrated volume containing the pertinent ma- 
terial properly sifted and edited would probably 
be of great value to a few and of pleasing in- 
terest to many. Again, nearly every one 
knows the battle-lyric beginning “Not a drum 
was heard, not a funeral note;” but for one who 
is able to repeat a stanza of “The Burial of Sir 
John Moore,” how many can give a fact about 
its generally accepted author, the Rev. Charles 
Wolfe, know anything about his other poems 
or have a notion of the curious fortunes of the 
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verses that have given him a kind at least of 
immortality? 

But it is time to bring these informal re- 
marks to an end. Suggestions come easy — 
an anthology of great battle-lyrics might at- 
tract, as well as similar volumes — and fortun- 
ately we are going on so well that it may be 
long before any departure from our present 
lines of procedure ought to be undertaken. And 
probably at no time in the immediate future 
will a radical departure seem desirable.

CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS OF 
THE BIBLIOPHILE SOCIETY 


ARTICLE I 
NAME AND OBJECT 

Section 1. This Society shall be called The Biblio- 
phile Society. 

Sect. 2. Its object shall be the study and promotion 
of the arts pertaining to fine book-making and illus- 
trating, and the occasional publication of specially de- 
signed and illustrated books, for distribution among its 
members at a minimum cost of production. 


ARTICLE II 
ORIGIN AND MEMBERSHIP 


Sect. 1. This Society is founded by Nathan Haskell 
Dole, Charles E. Hurd, William D. T. Trefry, Henry 
H. Harper, J. Arnold Farrer, W. P. Trent, and John 
Paul Bocock who constitute themselves its members, 
together with others who may be elected as hereinafter

hie ARTICLE III 
MEETINGS 


Sect. 1. Annual meetings of The Bibliophile So- 
ciety shall be held in Boston, Mass., on the first Tues- 
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day in January of each year, and five (5) members 
shall constitute a quorum at all meetings of the Society. 


ARTICLE IV 
GOVERN MENT 


Sect. 1. The government and management of this 
Society is entrusted to a Council, composed of seven of 
its members, who shall exercise the usual powers of a 
Board of Directors, in accordance with the Act under 
which the Society is incorporated. 

Sect. 2. The Directors named on the certificate of 
incorporation shall hold office until their successors 
shall be elected. There shall be held an annual meeting 
of the Council on the first Tuesday in January of each 
year, for the purpose of transacting such business as 
may come before the Society. At any such meeting, 
any officer or director may be removed from office by a 
majority vote of the entire Council. 

Sect. 3. Members to fill vacancies in the Council in 
the interim between any two regular annual meetings, 
may be appointed by the President. They shall hold 
office until a successor is elected. 

Sect. 4. The officers of this Society shall consist of 
a President, Vice-President, Secretary, and Treasurer. 
The Council shall be chosen annually by the members. 
The Secretary and Treasurer shall be chosen by the 
members of the Society.

ARTICLE V 
THE COUNCIL 

Sect. 1. The Council shall elect annually from its 
own number a President and Vice-President of the 
Society, who shall hold office until their successors are 
elected. 

Sect. 2. The Council shall have power to admit, by 
ballot, candidates for membership in the Society. Two 
ballots cast in the negative shall exclude any candidate. 

sect. 3. The Council shall have power to expel or 
suspend any member of the Society by a majority vote, 
after giving one month’s previous notice in writing to 
such member, setting forth cause for expulsion. 

Sect. 4. If any member shall pass three successive 
publications of the Society, such failure to subscribe for 
the works issued shall be construed as an implied lack 
of interest in the Society, and such member may be 
dropped from the rolls at the discretion of the Council. 

Sect. 5. The Council shall have power to make 
rules for its own government. 


ARTICLE VI 
THE PRESIDENT 


Sect. 1. The President shall preside at the meetings 
of the Society or of the Council, and in his absence the 
Vice-President shall preside. 
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ARTICLE VII 
THE TREASURER 
Sect. 1. The Treasurer shall collect all initiation 
fees, and shall keep the accounts of the Society. It 
shall be his duty to collect all moneys due the Society, 
and to render at each annual meeting a statement show- 
ing the receipt and expenditure of such; and he shall 
have the custody of the funds and accounts of the 
Society, and sign all checks, acceptances, and other 
obligations issued by the Society. 


ARTICLE VIII 
THE SECRETARY 
Sect. 1. The Secretary shall give notice of all an- 
nual meetings of the Society seven days before date of 
meeting, and shall keep an accurate record of the pro- 
ceedings of such meetings. 


ARTICLE IX 
MEMBERSHIP 


Sect. 1. Application for membership must be sub- 
mitted to the Society in writing, and passed upon by 
the Council. 

Sect. 2. The membership of this Society shall be 
limited to five hundred members, to which no one not 
having attained majority shall be eligible, and it is de- 
sired to include in the membership only representative 
people who are interested in limited publications and 
rare books, from the standpoint of their true literary 
and artistic worth; the Society reserving the right to 
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reject any application for membership without assign- 
ing cause. 

SecT. 3. No act or deed of any officer, member, 
board of selection, or committee of this Society shall 
bind any individual member thereof to any obligation 
without his (or her) voluntary acquiescence in writing 
addressed to the Society, and in such case the amount 
of the obligation shall be stipulated. 


ARTICLE X 
ENTRANCE FEE 
Secr. 1. The entrance fee for each member shall be 
$10.00. There shall be an annual due of fifteen dollars. 
If payment of the entrance fee is not made within 
thirty days after the election of a member, the mem- 
bership may be declared void by the Council. 


ARTICLE XI 
MEETINGS OF THE COUNCIL 
Sect. 1. The Council may meet at such time and 


place as it may elect. 
Sect. 2. A majority of the Council shall constitute 


a quorum. 


ARTICLE XII 
COMMITTEES 
Sect. 1. The Council shall in itself constitute a 
committee of selection, whose duty it shall be to deter- 
mine upon the advisability of publishing such works or 
edition of works as may be recommended to the So- 
ciety. A majority vote shall govern in all cases,

ARTICLE XIII 
PUBLICATIONS 


Sect. 1. The Society solicits the codperation of its 
members in suggesting and recommending suitable 
works for publication. All such suggestions and rec- 
ommendations shall be submitted to the Council, who 
will print a list of the most desirable works under con- 
sideration, a copy of which list shall be mailed to each 
member of the Society, with the request that all mem- 
bers shall indicate their preference of one from among 
the works suggested (it being understood that such 
act shall in no case be construed as an obligation upon 
the part of the member to subscribe for a copy of such 
work), and the work receiving the largest number of 
votes shall be taken under advisement by the Council, 
whose duty it shall be to ascertain the cost of produc- 
tion, and to report to all members of the Society the 
name, number of volumes, terms of subscription, and 
price of such work; then, if within thirty days the So- 
ciety shall receive a sufficient number of membership 
subscriptions to justify the work will be undertaken. 

Sect. 2. In no case may the total number of copies 
of any edition issued exceed the enrolled membership 
of the Society, which shall be limited to five hundred. 

Sect. 3. No subscription may be received for any 
publication of the Society later than six months follow- 
ing the announcement of such publication except by 
special permission of the Council, who may at their dis- 
cretion declare an edition closed within thirty days 
from the date of announcement. 
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Srecr. 4. In no case shall a copy of any publication 
issued by this Society be offered for sale to a non- 
member, except by special authorization by the Council. 

Secr. 5. Any member failing to pay an obligation 
within sixty days after having been notified in writing 
of the same, shall be subject to expulsion from the 
membership at the discretion of the Council. 


ARTICLE XIV 
CONSTRUCTION OF CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS, AND 
PROVISION FOR SUCH OTHER AND FURTHER 
RULES AND REGULATIONS AS ARE NOT

Sect. 1. In respect to all questions of construction 
of the constitution and by-laws, the decision of the 
Council shall control and be binding. 
Secr. 2. The Council shall make such other and 
further rules and regulations for the government of 
the Society as in their judgment are required.
